opment' which has passed them 
on to the Senate in advance of 
final action on the foreign aid 


* One argument of congression- 
al critics has been that the aid 
program has been too fat with a 
big backlog of money from pre- 
vious appropriations. AID chief 
David E. Bell, a former budget 
director, has pledged improved 
efficiency. 


Last year, according to re- 


vised figures, the aid program 
had $650 million from past ap- 
propriations in addition to the $3 


billion in new money voted by 
Congress. In some years more 
than $1 billion has been availa- 
ble beyond the amount supplied 
from fresh appropriations.
